The communication filed on 4/1 1/06 is not fully responsive to the communication mailed 1/12/06 for the following reason: Although 
Applicant has elected Group I and contacting the vesicle with a class I restricted peptide undo: conditions allowing the peptide to bind 
an antigen presenting molecule at the surface of a membrane vescicle, Applicant has failed to elect a single disclosed species of 
biological sample and specific method steps. For example, Applicant might elect a biological sample that is human dendritic cells, the 
method steps of first culturing immature dendritic cells under conditions allowing the release of membrane vesicles, purifying said 
vesicles, contacting the membrane vescicles with an acid medium at a pH between about 3 and about 5.5 for less than 15 minutes, 
followed by contacting the membrane vescicles with 0.005 to 50 ug/ml of a class I restricted peptide and exogenous beta2- 
microglobulin, and collecting the membrane vescicles.
